Renovada  Ministry  Report:

New  Business: 

Sara  Simons  that  the  Church  has  received  final  plans  contracted  for  in  2006  for  a  First 
Phase  renovation  and  received  a  final  architectural  bill  for  $8,000  plus.  The  plans  are 
not  currently  needed.

Pastor  Don  suggested 
that  we  could  get  by  with  fewer  if  we  passed  the  books  out  to  entering  congregants. 
Pastor  Don  also  suggested  that  other  some  churches  might  make  some  available  for 
less  due  to  a  shift  to  using  projected  lyrics.  After  discussion,  it  was  the  consensus  to  go 
forward  and  purchase  100  books,  used  if  possible.  Pat  Whitley  agreed  to  call  Marilyn 
Fiddmont  to  see  if  she  knew  anyone  that  might  donate  books. 

Barb  notified  that  a  copier  in  the  secretary's  office  donated  by  the  Slavens  was  no 
longer  working,  and  it  was  the  consensus  to  dispose  of  it  rather  than  attempting  to 
repair,  and  to  discuss  the  method  of  disposal  with  Glen  Slaven.
